8 better view of the 


TRAIN, SMASH 
ENQUIRY. 


HOW THE LINE IS 
INSPECTEN, 


.Mr. G. A. Walker, acting 
Managor of the Kowloon-Canton 
Railway, continued his evidence. 
before Mr. Hamilton, sitting with 
a special jury, in the rallway 
disaster enquiry yesterday. in 
reply to 1 question by Mr. J. P. 
Warren, the foreman of the jury, 
about the watching and patrolling 
ofthe Kowloon line, Mr. Walker 
said that for the tunnel there Was 
a ganger and twelve men. For the 
other scetions thera were a 
Kanger, a keyman and six men 
There were 2154 
made into cight sections. Hefora 
the first train each morning, the 
gunger, the keyman and the gang 
Toust proceed in opposite edirec- 
tions of their section on inspection 
of the line. The keyman = also 
must go right through the section 
once during the morning and once 
in the afternoon. 

There were two permanent 
way sub-inspectors whose duty it 
was to see that this work was 
carried out. One of them had to 
pass through the whole railway 
every morning by train. Over 
these there was a European per- 
manent way fnapector, and all 
were in the charge of the Way and 
Works. : 

In reply to further questions by 
Mr, Warren, witness sald that 
who noticed anything 
wrong on the line reported to the 
nearest station. He did not think 
that damage could reasonably be 
expected after heavy rain. But 
when there was a typhoon trains 
were stopped wherever they were, 
He could not say what quantity of 
rain would be considered 
dangerous to affect the line. There 
were not. many places on the Ine 
whieh would be dangerous in extra 
bad weather now, though there’ 
Was one such place at the No. J 
cultingg some years iyo, but that 
had ceased to give trouble. 


“Ball” 


The trains were run oon. the 
block system. A train could a 
pass between two stations unless 
in possession of a “ball. ‘That 
“ball” could not be released fram 
the machine withont the co-opera- 
tion of two station masters of dif- 
ferent stations, He considered 
the railway was adequately fitted 
with repair facilities in view of 
the shortness of the line. : 

Coroner.— Do vou think it is 
practicable to have one jack in the 
engine and one in the brake vin?

in reply to a question from the 
Coroner about — the necessity of 
Wireless telephones on, trains and 
in stations, Mr. Walker said that 
there were no wireless telephones 
on the trains or in stations, He 
thought it would be an “unneces- 
Hary expense, seeing that in the 
Jast twenty years:they had cnrried 
over 24,000,000 passengers, and it 
was the first time that passengers 
had been injured. He did 
think the expenditure would be 
justified, as it would mean trainings 
of a apecial staff, which would 
probably never be required. 

Tn reply to Mr, Warren, Witness 
said that the train did not curry 
electric torches, but in that aceij- 
dent they had ‘the electric lights 
working the whole night long from 
the main battery. Trains carried 
axes and saws but. no hacksaws,

Mr. Lambert's Evidence. 


D. Lambert, chief 
mechanical engineer, said that on 
April 20 he was supervising the 
driving of the express from Can- 
ton.

"MR. HENDERSON ACCEPTS: | 
_ CHAIRMANSHIP. 


Geneva, May 2h ‘

CHILD WELFARE. 


That the necessity existed for 
the creation of some such organisa- 
tion as the Society for the Protec. 
tion of Children is umply evidenced 
by the facts divulged in the report 
covering the first six months of 
the Society's activities. Alto- 
ether excellent as the work of the 
organisation has been, however, jf 
is nbundantly clear that the So¢icty 
is handicapped owing to the 
satisfactory state of the Colony's 
laws. Happily, steps are on foot 
to remedy the deficiencies, so that 
when our laws are brought more 
into line with the needs of the 
limes, on era of even greater use- 
fulness should. be ce, mned up for 
those who are performing a work 
of distinct social value by interest- 
ing themselves in child welfare. 


un- 


Possibly very few people give 
much thought to the tremendous 
amount of poverty which prevails 
in the Colony. In the Society's 
report, however, there is striking 
illustration of the sufferings 
caused by Inck of this: world's 
yoods. Indeed, it is plainly stated 
that many of the cuses investigated 
involved people who were ° living 
on the border-line of starvation. 
Proof of thia statement is found 
in the facet thant of 95 families 
only seven were. in receipt 
of incomes of $50 a month and 
over, the ayerage for the remain- 
inge cases working out at less than 
$4 per head:per month. out of 
which food, -lodging and ¢lothing 
have’ to be provided. Poverty of 
itself is bad enough, but the plight 
of many of these familics is .ag- 
gravated by the fact, that: poverty 
in turn produces, disease. ‘The 
Socicty has éncountered, In the 
course of Its investigations, many 
Instances in which aick ‘children 
‘Inck’ proper medical treatment, a 
fact which fs not surprising.when 
It is recalled that so many parents 
are out at work all day, with the 
consequence that: no time can be 
spared to take the little sufferers 
to hospital. In this connexion, as 
in many others, tho: Society has 


been ‘able to do extremely bonefictal it 


work in seeing that medical’ at- 
fs provided. Indeed, a 
glage through the report -fa auf- 


ficient to show that the. Socloty. fs] 
working on thoroughly © conatruc- 
tive lines, seeking: amongst other 
things,*to make the way of the 
Poverty-stricken parent casfer 
and to educate parents and guar-

“Thero are, of course, * other 
effects than those of a purely 
physical character «induced by 
poverty, Crime 1s to-day becom- 
Ing more and more recognised as 
having {ts origin in shortage of 
the necessities of life, Attempts 
are made from time to time. to 
blame cinemas and . sensational 
newspapors for much of the pre- 
sent-day- crime, but it will probably 
be found, if the matter ts probed 
to the bottom, that poverty is the 
sreateat cause of all. It {fs casy 
to blame other agencies, whilst 
conveniently forgetting the bad 
housing conditions that provide 
crime with its best spawning- 
Kround. “Uplift” of various kinds 
may have its value, but material 
needs must receive first attention. 


| Playing fields with ample recrena- 


tion fneititiea come to mind in this

criminality, Ln course of + time, 
we hope to see’ the Hongkong 
Society for the Protection of 
Children interesting itself in this 
aspect of social reform.

SAILORS’ AND SOLDIERS? 
HOME REPORT. - 


APPEAL TO PUBLIC. 


The splendid work being.done by 

the Sailor's and Soldiers’, Home 
on behalf of-Service men is amply 
flustrated in the annual report, 
jaat issued, There is, however, 
grent need of public sympathy and 
monetary support. It is hoped 
that generous financial support will 
enable the Committee to carry on 
unfettered a work of auch vital 
importance to the life of our Ser- 
vice men. . 
/ "Tt should be realised at the out- 
set, says the report, that the naval 
boats, practically the Home's only 
source of regular ificome, leave for 
their northern cruise about April 
each year and they do not return to 
the Colony until October or No- 
vember, allowing us only five or 
six montha of the year when we 
can hope for any margin of profit 
on our trading. It will .there- 
fore be realised that for the re- 
mainder of the yenr ae have to 
face losses, and sometimes heavy 
‘losses, month by month.. 

We have had to face a further 
embarrassment during the year 
which has passed—the depression 
in the value of the dollar, We 
have probably passed through a 
year unparalleled in the history of 
Hongkong with regard to its cur- 
reney, and this fact haa played no 
amall part in depleting our nett 
profit and has caused the Commit- 
tec of the Home to very seriously 
face ways and means of providing 
n fund for dealing with any repeti- 
tions of such a contingency. 

Taking the work of the IHome 
during the few months the men are 
with ua it can be safely said that 
we have had a very — busy time. 
30,033 men alept in the Home dur- 
ing 1980 which is an increase cf 
6,128 over the previous  yenr.

It 
vis obvious that there is need for the 
provision of more beds, which would 
entail an enlargement of the pre- 
mises, and this fact is already justi- 
fied by the continued patronage of 
our Service men, but it can only 
become a reality in as much as we 
receive the finuncial support of the 
general public of Hongkong to 
place us in a podition to carry out 
this very urgent need.

PEDESTRIAN HURT. 


One of the worst cascs of negli- 
gent driving. of a motor vehicle 
to hnve been brought to the notice 
of the police occurred in Queen's 
Road East on May 9 Jast when the 
driver of a motor lorry, who waa 
speeding past another vehicle on 
the wrong side of the road, mount- 
ed the pavement: outside Welling- 
ton Barracks and knocked ‘down 
several people who were walking 
on the footpath, one of the vic- 
tims having his arm fractured, 

The incident had na sequel be- 
fore Mr, Schofield at the Central 
Police Court this morning when 
his Worship imposed an examplary 
pénalty and also recommended the 
suspension of the driver's licence 
for the-period of one year. * 

The defendant, Au Wong, a 
licensed driver in the employ of 
Wong Lin-kee, owner of a Chevro- 
let Jorry, residing at 18, Tal Wong 
Street, was summoned for driving 
the vehicle in a manner which was 
dangerous to the public in Queen's 
Rond Kast at 6.26 p.m. on May 9. 

According to the facts of the cise 
ng detailed by Sergeant Brown, the 
defendant was travelling towards 
the east and on passing Wellington 
Barracks he endeavoured to pass 
a moving car on the left. He ac- 
celerated to a speed of 36 miles an 
hour, butt failed ‘to maintain com- 
plete: control of the Jorry, which 
mounted the pavement.

EUROPEAN SENTENCED TO 
_FIVE MONTHS.

PENANG FRAUDS. 


Penang, May 15. 

Thomas Cheshire Shafto, the 
former accountant with ‘Mcasrs, 
Mansfield and Co., was yesterday 
sentenced to five months’ simple 
imprisonment by the - District 
Judge, Mr. H. A. Forrer, for cri- 
minal brench of trust in $2,860 be- 
tween Jan. 1, 1980 and Dec, 31, 
1930. 


It was stated for the prosecntion 
that Shnfto joined the firm in 1923 
and went on leave in 1927. They 
now knew that before he went on 
leave he misappropriated the firm's 
money, Soon after Shafto came to 
Penang his debt of $1,485 was 
transferred to the Penang branch. 
Shafto repnid the loan by endors- 
ing a bill “show as pald on June 
30." This was a false entry as 
the money was not paid at all, In 
addition, private bills were en- 
dorsed by Shafte and paid -by the 
cashier ‘from the firm's money. 
The accused always paid enough 
moncy into the bank to pay one ac- 
count—his club account—by che: 
que. .At no time wns an entry made 
in the firm's books to show that 
these payments had been made. * 


Books Falisfied.

All these 
transactions meant that the natural 
cash balance was short and ft be- 
came necessary for Shafto «to 
fulsify the books to escape detec- 
tion. 


That was done in two ways. In 
the first place Shafto had to send 
in a monthly statement to Singa- 
pore prepared by the cashier under 
his direction. In order to make 
the apparent cash balance smaller 
than what it should be, short pay- 
ments were put into the cash book 
as having been paid on the last day 
of the month which, In fact, were 
not paid until the succeeding 
month, In the same way payments 
actually received’ were not entered 
in the book until the. succeeding 
month. . 


Mr. T. E, Cunoghan, for the ac- 
cused, plended lengthily in mitga- 
tion, pointing out that the accused 
was a married man with’ two child- 
ren in England. In the present 
case there were monies due to him 
for leave and passage still. in the 
hands of Messrs. Mansfield, and 
these would be deducted from the 
total. The accused also intended, 
sacrificing some L.N.E.R. scrip 80 
that the firm. might not lose xny- 
thing. :

It might be regarded us a 
hint of what sort of sentence was 
desired, something in excess of the 
Police Court but not in excess of 
the District Court. 

He sentenced “Shafto to 
months’ simple imprisonment.
